1 . Scope — Specifies material, dimensions and other requirements for woven (mesh) type supporting 
liners for batch type centrifugal machines used in sugar industry. 

2. Material — Any of the following materials may be used in the manufacture of the woven (mesh) 
type supporting liners for batch type centrifugal machines for sugar industry. 

2.1 Stain/ess Steel " Sxee\ conforming to grade 04Cr18Ni11of IS : 1570 (Part 5)-1 972 'Schedule 
for wrought steels : Part 5 Stainless and heat resistant steels'. 

2.2 fi/'ass — Brass conforming to grade Cu70Zn30 of IS : 4413-1981 'Specification for brass wires 
for general engineering purposes. 

3. Dimensions 

3.1 The supporting liners shall consist of a set of backing liner and a sandwitch liner. 

3.2 The dimensions and thickness for different supporting liners shall be as given in Table 1 . 

3.3 The size of the supporting liners will depend upon the size of the centrifugals. 

3.4 These liners can also be used for steep cone baskets of sugar industry.

c) Diameter of wire; and 

d) Aperture size.
